INTRODUCTION. 

RISBANE has not a Millions Club, but it is now 
accustomed to the use of " million 1 1 in relation to 
its steadily advancing population. The total is 
substantially over the quarter-million, and another 
decade, or fifteen years, should sec Brisbane's 
population over the half-million. With the largest 
areas of fertile Land of any State, Queensland's 
capital has at its back the firmest agricultural and pastoral 
support. 

Placed midway on Australia's Eastern seaboard, Brisbane 
has a splendid position for sharing in Pacific trade with, the 
various Island groups, New Zealand, and America. It stands 
before any other seaport capital as Australia 's gateway in 
relation to the growing and future vast trade with India, the 
East Indian Archipelago, China, and Japan. World-famed 
aviators lately have made it appear as Australia's chief air 
port. It is easy to see Brisbane equalling any other Australian 
capital in importance Its secondary industries are increasing 
and must enlarge with the years. 
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Like the ultimate choice of Port Jackson as Sydney's 
location, following on examination of Botany Bay, Brisbane's 
founders decided upon its magnificent river site after experi- 
menting on Morcton Bay's ample shores. Second thoughts in 
both cases have been justified by time. The island-studded 
aquatic garden that is Moreton Bay gives a broad sheltered 
approach which in Australia is only rivalled by Port Phillip in 
its wide expanse. In beauty and adaptability to marine sports, 
Moreton Bay has few equals anywhere. The noble Brisbane 
River, navigable by large steamships for twenty miles from its 
mouth, is superior for sustained width and charm of surroundings 
to any other Australian waterway. 

The ornamentation of Brisbane River's serpentine course, 
flanked north and south by rising ground and hills here and 
there to relieve the view, with some of the eminences going to 
the considerable heights of hundreds of feet, and Mount 
Coot-tha, the Summit, and the peaks of Taylor Range towering 
in the near distance, make a remarkable scene which seems 
drawn and chiselled by a Master Hand as the location of a 
great metropolis. 

A Crystal Palace, or Eiffel Tower, is not required here 
for a panoramic view. Nature has made the scene wonderful 
and has remembered to provide commanding outlooks for its 
enjoyment. The brilliant winter sunshine with which Brisbane 
and Queensland aiv blessed ensures a maximum number of clear 
days upon which the longest range of vision is possible. 

Brisbane's substantial growth in commercial importance 
and the doubling of its population within fifteen years have 
been followed by tall and massive additions to its architectural 
landmarks. The State Treasury Building has been completed 
on the Queen and George street frontages and this rectangular 
block, flanked by four streets, and the almost adjoining 
Executive pile and Government Printing Office, make as fine 
an array of Governmental offices as can be found in the 
Commonwealth. The huge bulk of the State Insurance Building, 
ten storeys, with its aerial towers, nearby in George street, 
is from many vantage points the most easily picked up, with 
the also ten-storeyed T. and G. Mutual in Queen street next in 
conspicuousness. 

Many other magnificent business houses, public buildings, 
and churches have been erected in the city and suburbs in this 
latest and most notable era of Brisbane 's expansion. Queen 
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street 's long vista resembles in several leading features 
Melbourne's fine undulating Collins street. Brisbane's chief 
thoroughfare has assumed, with the higher and more massive 
range of its buildings, the impressive, weighty outlook of a 
metropolitan main street. Queen street has the added charm 
that it debouches at either end on the beautiful winding 
Brisbane River. George and Adelaide streets, Wickham and 
Brunswick streets have undergone numerous improving changes 
in late years. 

The splendid new Town Hall is nearing completion at 
the Adelaide and Ann street corners of Albert street, and 
fronting Market Square. A new and magnificent B.C. Cathedral 
is under way just east of Centenary Park, between Wickham 
and Ann streets. Other great structures are contemplated which 
will give the city the remaining chief ornaments of a lug 
metropolis. The concentration of civic administration into one 
Greater Brisbane Council will go far towards making Brisbane 
a model city. 

Brisbane geographically is the natural centre and outlet 
for the extensive Northern Rivers district of New South Wales, 
as well as South Queensland to the borders of South and Central 
Australia. During 1927-8 the big volume of Brisbane's trade 
can be gauged from the fact that the oversea imports only were 
valued at £10,277,791, and oversea exports only at £15,826,953. 
These figures are double the trade of fifteen years ago. For the 
whole State the value of oversea imports only in 1927-8 was 
£11,758,358, and of oversea exports only £21,854,945; total, 
£33,613,30.;. 

The destined commercial and political centre of huge 
territorial sweeps, Brisbane 's position in this regard will be 
strengthened by the completion of the Brisbane-Kyogle-Grafton 
railway route to Sydney and the extensions of Queensland lines 
in Western areas and to the Northern Territory. 

The entrance to Brisbane River mouth, 18 miles from the 
capital, is indicated by the Pile Light, 93 feet high, which is 
visible to mariners for a long distance when lighted at night. The 
Pile Light shows the tidal signals by day and night. On 
Moreton Island 's northern point is situated Cape Moreton 
Lighthouse. This is 75 feet high and has a powerful revolving 
light, that can be seen for 26 miles. 
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A sea voyage to Brisbane has a beautiful ending in the 
river trip to New Farm or Petrie Bight wharves. The wide, 
sinuous stream is flanked in the upper reaches by residential 
suburbs, with here and there on the heights fine homes uf 
palatial size and striking architecture. There are several 
enjoyable bayside day trips available to Moreton Bay resorts. 
The motor has enlarged the area which can be quickly covered 
by tourists, and Tambourine's beautiful plateau (50 miles), and 
the Nam hour sugar district ( <i ( > miles ) , with the quaint < rlasshouse 
Mountains by the way, are within a comfortable day's trip. 

The length of the Brisbane River — the greatest commercial 
river in the Common wealth — from its source to its entry into 
Moreton Bay, is 210 miles. The depth from the Pile Light to 
Pinkenba is 26 ft. at low water spring tides, and from Pinkenba 
to Victoria Bridge 24 ft. The mean spring and neap tides are 
6 ft. 7 in. and 3 ft. 9 in. respectively. Vessels of 20,000 tons 
berth regularly at the wharves in Bulimba Reach, and large 
oversea vessels ascend the river, berthing at wharves in the City 
and South Brisbane reaches. In 1928, 1,119 overseas, inter- 
state, and coastal vessels, of 3,382,578 total tonnage, entered 
Brisbane port. 

The calm state of the water in the river and bay renders 
it safe at all periods of the year for boating excursions; 
consequently, at regular intervals during each week small steamers, 
motor launches, and sailing boats make trips up and down the 
river, and also across Moreton Bay to the many seaside and 
pleasure resorts. The week-end excursions to bay seaside reports, 
in particular, are largely availed of by a big section of the 
metropolitan population. 

Brisbane is the starting point for all the trains to the Far 
South- Western districts, North ('oast and Central areas, and 
the Southern districts on the New South Wales border at Wallan- 
garra and Tweed Heads. When the Great Western railway scheme 
is consummated, through communication will be opened up with 
Camooweal in the Far North-West. 

In 1859 the population of Brisbane only numbered about 
5,000; at the end of 1928 it was 308,580 within a 1.0-mile radius, 
and the population of the whole State of Queensland 916,689. 

The salubrity of the climate of Brisbane is emphasised by 
the lowness of the death-rate, which in 1928 was only 9.5 1 per 
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1,000 inhabitants. The birth-rate, IS. 72 per 1,000, was not so 
satisfactory. The mean summer temperature is 76.7, and the 
mean winter temperature 59.6. The average annual rainfall 
is 45.06 inches. 

PLACES OF INTEREST. 

The Anglican Cathedral (St. John's, between Ann and 
Adelaide streets), and the Roman Catholic Cathedral (St. 
Stephen's, Elizabeth street) are imposing edifices. Other 
religious denominations have fine churches. The Baptist Taber- 
nacle, Wickham terrace; St. Andrew's Presbyterian Church, 
Creek and Ann streets; Methodist Church, Albert street; St. 
Paul's Presbyterian Church, Leichhardt street; and St. Brigid's 
(Roman Catholic), Red Hill, are notable buildings. 

Among other public buildings which attract notice are 
Parliament House, Queensland University, Central Technical 
College Buildings, General Post Office, Public Library, Museum 
and Exhibition Hall, Supreme Court, Central Railway Station, 
Trades Hall, South Brisbane High School, Customs House, 
Hospitals, and Colleges. 

The Botanic Gardens, comprising 42 acres, and situated on 
the right bank of the Brisbane River, between Edward and 
George streets, are admirably laid out with innumerable flower 
beds, and there is at all times a wealth of colour and fragrance. 
The beauty of the scene is added to by avenues of palms and 
other sub-tropical umbrageous foliage. The walks are well 
designed, the lawns trim and verdant, and the numerous arbours, 
covered with a profusion of beautiful roses and flowering 
creepers, provide cool resting places. There is also abundant 
seating accommodation to be found in all parts of the Gardens, 
and particularly along the river terrace. In the bush-houses 
and ferneries there are fine collections of sub-tropical and 
tropical plants; the orchids are especially fine. Many kinds of 
Queensland birds are to be seen in the aviaries, and in the 
miniature "zoo" there are emus, cassowaries, kangaroos, 
wallabies, monkeys, and deer. This menagerie forms the nucleus 
of a "zoo," which it is hoped will assume more extensive 
proportions in the near future. In the ponds are to be seen 
black and white swans and several kinds of ducks and other 
water fowl. 
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The Botanic Museum occupies a position on the high ground, 
near the Technical College. In this quarter there is also a 
very attractive kiosk, where light refreshments and lunches can 
be obtained daily at city prices. Recitals are given in the 
centrally-situated Band Rotunda by one of the many metropolitan 
brass bands every Sunday aiternoon, and occasionally on Sunday 
evenings and week nights. 

The Gardens are open to the public daily from sunrise to 
sunset ordinarily, and from 1st August to 1st June (ten months) 
they are open on Saturday and Sunday nights until 10 p.m. 
When brilliantly lighted, as on these open nights, the Gardens 
scene is one of radiant splendour. There are three entrances 
to the Gardens from the city — by George, Albert, and Edward 
streets. Crowds of people visit the Gardens daily, and at holiday 
times they are the popular resort of picnickers. 

Bowen Park, area 7£ acres, is on Kedron Park tramline. 
Contiguous to this are the show grounds of the Royal National 
Industrial and Agricultural Association of Queensland. The 
annual show, which is regarded as the 1 1 Shop window of 
Queensland," usually extends over the whole of the second week 
in August. For show purposes, this park compares favourably 
with anything of its size in the Commonwealth, and every portion 
of the 34 acres comprised therein, including that portion known 
as Petty 'a Paddock (opposite), is used to the best advantage. 
There are two very large grandstands, with a big range on two 
sides of elevated open-air seating accommodation, a commodious 
exhibition hall, smart-looking official quarters, stock-breeders ' 
pavilion, stock-salesmen 's pavilion and yards, quarters for stock 
attendants, and ample and comfortable stalls for all stock 
exhibits. Every week the Park is used for outdoor gatherings — 
sports, football, cricket matches, and other games. The ring, 
the green sward, and a second sports oval lend themselves 
admirably for such purposes. Cost of improvements, over 
£140,000. 

On the Bowen Bridge road end of Bowen Park there is the 
Museum, filled with a very interesting collection of exhibits. This 
fine structure was originally used as an Exhibition Building, but 
was taken over by the State Government some years ago, and 
converted into a Museum and Concert Hall. It cost £20,400.

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Across Bowen Bridge road from the Museum is Victoria 
Park, which covers an area of 96 acres. 

Other breathing-spaces for the citizens in the city and 
Northern suburbs include: — Alexandra Park, Gregory terrace; 
Wickham Park (with band rotunda), Wickham terrace; Albert 
Park and Gardens, Albert street (near Roma Street Railway 
Station); Lang Park, off Caxton street; Ithaca Children's 
Playground (Caroline street, off Caxton street), Paddington; 
Hardgrave Park, on the Red Hill and Kelvin Grove tram routes; 
North Quay Reserve, adjoining Victoria Bridge; Queen's 
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Gardens, George street; Observatory and King Edward Parks 
and Gardens, Wickham terrace; Centenary Place, Wickham and 
Ann streets; New Farm Park and Gardens, Brunswick street; 
Perry Park, Folkestone street, Breakfast Greek; Newstead Park 
and Gardens, Breakfast Creek; Wilson Outlook Reserve, Bowen 
terrace; Mount Coot-tha Reserve, Toowong, and others. 

On the South side of the river there are: — 

Musgrave' Park and Gardens, area over 20 acres; portion 
of the Park is reserved for the playing of cricket, football, 
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tennis, bowls, and croquet. At intervals band recitals are 
given in the rotunda on Sunday afternoons and on week nights. 

Brisbane Cricket Ground, at Woolloongabba, with grand- 
stand, smokers' pavilion, turf wickets made of Bulli and Merri 
Creek and Nundah soils, and one of the best asphalted dish 
cycling tracks in the Commonwealth; area, over 12 acres. 

Dutton Park, embracing an area of nearly 28 acres, is on 
the Gladstone road tram route, and overlooks the Brisbane River. 
This Park is one of the most attractive spots in the metropolis. 

Davies Park, on Montague road, extends over 16 acres, and 
is chiefly used for recreation purposes. Football and cricket 
matches are played here during the season. 

Mowbray Park, on the East Brisbane tram route, consists of 
over 12 acres. Here there are bowling rinks, tennis courts, 
croquet greens, and band rotunda (in which one of the local bands 
plays regularly). Flower beds have been laid out, and these, 
together with the avenue of trees, the verdant grassy lawns, 
and the charming effect lent to the scene by the Brisbane River 
in the background, make this Park an ideal spot for pleasure- 
seekers. 

A short distance away are Raymond Park and Norman Park. 
On Highgate Hill (off Gladstone road) there is Highgate Hill 
Park. Yeronga Park, Ipswich road, with Reserve, has 59 acres. 

Monumental memorials to the fallen soldiers in the great 
world-war have been erected in several of the parks and gardens. 

The Council has also acquired considerable additional areas 
which will be developed as the city expands. The total area 
set aside for park purposes under the control of the Council is 
approximately 7,000 acres. 

Local Governing Bodies. 

Municipally the metropolis is under an amalgamated civic 
government which, under the title of the City of Brisbane, 
includes an area of 385 square miles, in which are the cities of 
Brisbane and South Brisbane, six towns, and the whole or por- 
tions of twelve suburban shires. A mayor and twenty aldermen 
comprise the administrative body — the Council of the City of 
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Brisbane. Each alderman represents a ward which in extent 
corresponds with the boundaries of metropolitan State electorates. 
This Council now controls the water and sewerage system as 
well as the tramways. 

The value of the rateable land of the amalgamated area of 
the ( it v of Brisbane is estimated at £22,780,910. The general 
rate has been fixed at 10£d. in the £, and levies of 7£d. in the £ 
for essentially rural land, and £2 for sanitary services. These 
rates, with miscellaneous receipts, are estimated to produce over 
£1,000,000 revenue annually. 

The city's principal source of water supply is the Brisbane 
River, at Mount Crosby, augmented by Lake Manchester, a 
large reservoir at Cabbage tree Creek, and also from Enoggera 
and Gold Creek Reservoirs, The storage reservoirs have a total 
capacity of 8,557,000,000 gallons and a total catchment area 
of 453 square miles. The whole of the water supplied from the 
Brisbane River to the metropolitan area, including the bulk 
supply to Ipswich, is filtered — this also applies to water from 
Enoggera Reservoir. Within the city boundaries there are 
service reservoirs at Hartley's Hill, Highgate Hill, Wickham 
terrace, holes Hill, and Tarragindi Hill, and an elevated tank 
at Paddington Heights, which have a total capacity of 21,901,228 
gallons. The Water Supply Department of the City Council 
also supplies Ipswich through a special main. The total length 
of trunk and reticulation main- is !)()<)', miles. 

The sewerage scheme is now in operation in Brisbane. Over 
22^ miles of main sewers, three-quarters of a mile of effluent 
sewer and 111', miles of reticulation sewers ami house connection 
branches have been constructed. The main sewer is 5 feet in 
diameter. At present the sewage is dealt with by sedimentation, 
but eventually it will be treated by the activated sludge 
method. The operating plant is electrically driven.

Half-Day Trips. 

1. The Observatory, Wickham terrace, live minutes' walk 
from Edward street corner of Queen street (or take Gregory 
terrace tram from Edward street corner). The Observatory was 
built in 1829. Open to visitors by arrangement with Brisbane 
City Council.

2. Bowen terrace, about five minutes' w y alk from Petrie 
Bight, round the Convent Hill. From the tower of All Hallows 
Convent a capital view can be obtained of the city and surround- 
ing country. The highest elevation of the terrace (110 ft.) is at 
the flagstaff near the corner of Harcourt street. From Wilson 's 
Outlook a fine panoramic view of the city can be obtained. All 
Queen and Adelaide street trams, except Wharf street, pass close 
to this spot. Cost by tram, 2d. each way. 

3. Paddington Tram Terminus (three sections from corner 
of George and Adelaide streets, opposite Eailway Offices). At 
this spot there are fully half a dozen commanding positions, and 
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the tourist is enabled to get exceptionally fine views of the city, 
while Moreton Bay can be seen in the distance. Highest elevation, 
Clinton Hill (270 ft.). Cost by tram, 3d. each way. 

4. Ilighgate Hill, 200 ft. (two sections by Dutton Park 
tram from North Quay). The view obtained from the Reservoir 
Reserve is a very fine one. Cost by tram, 3d. each way.

5. Toowong Tram Terminus, L70 ft. (three sections from 
corner of George and Adelaide streets, opposite Railway Offices). 
On arrival at the terminus the tourist must ascend the steps on 
the right-hand side of Woodstock road, and then from the hill 
a grand bird's-eye view of the city is brought under his or her 
observation. Cost by tram, 3d. each way. 
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6. Galloway's Hill, 140 ft. (take Hawthorne road tram from 
Queen street to the terminus, 4d.). The return journey to the 
city can be made via the Brunswick-street ferry (Id.) from the 
Norman Park side, and then take the New Farm tram (3d.) into 
Queen street. The total cost of this trip is 8d. ; or by return 
Hawthorne road tram, 4d. each way. 

7. Eildon Hill, 260 ft. (take Lutwyehe, Chalk Street, or 
Windsor tram from corner of George and Adelaide streets, 
opposite Railway Offices) to Constitution road, or motor 'bus 
from Duncan street, Valley. Then a fifteen minutes' walk, and 
on reaching the crest of the hill the visitor gazes upon one of the 
finest panoramas imaginable. Cost by tram, 3d. each way. 

8. Hamilton Hill, 200 ft. Take Ascot tram from Queen 
street to Toorak road, then walk for a short distance up this 
road to the highest point of the hill. From the four points of 
the compass a very charming view is unfolded Cost by tram, 
3d. each way. 

9. Teneriffe, 140 ft. Take New Farm Wharf tram from 
Queen street to terminus or motor 'bus from Valley. A few 
minutes' walk takes the sightseer to this elevated coign of 
vantage. Cost by tram, 3d. each way. 

10. Albion Heights, 200 ft. Take Clayfield tram from G.P.O. 
to Whytecliffe street, Albion, and then a short walk to the highest 
point of New Sandgate road. The view obtained from here is 
remarkably picturesque. Cost by tram, 3d. each way. 

11. Bartley's Hill, 260 ft. Take Clayfield tram from G.P.O. 
to Butler street, then ten minutes' walk. The scenic picture 
observed from the Reservoir Reserve is unrivalled. Cost by tram, 
3d. each way. 

12. Ipswich road, Annerley, 170 ft. Take Ipswich road 
tram from Queen street to terminus. From the high ground 
here a charming survey of the Main Range and the noble Brisbane 

River is presented to the onlooker. Cost by tram, 4d. each way. 

13. From the towers of the old Town Hall (South Brisbane), 
Parliament House (George street), Telegraph Chambers (Queen 
street), Trades Hall, Edward street, the State Insurance 
Buildings, and Executive Buildings (George street), splendid 
panoramic pictures can be obtained. 

14. One Tree Hill (Mount Coot-tha), 746 ft., 4 miles by tram 
or motor-car from Tourist Bureau. Take the Toowong car from 
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corner of George and Adelaide streets, opposite Railway Offices, to 
the corner of Wool and Dean streets, then about half an hour's 
easy walk to the top of the hill. This is the best observation spot 
in the metropolitan area. By means of a well-made road, tourists 
are enabled to ascend Constitution Hill (844 ft.) with ease. From 
Mirror Point a charming view of the Enoggera Keservoir and the 
hills surrounding Brookfield and Moggill is obtained. At this 
elevation there is a second shelter-shed. On the western horizon 
the rugged beauty of the stretch of mountain scenery, from 
Tamborine Mountain to Mount Mitchell and Cunningham's Gap.

can be seen without the aid of glasses. ' ' The Summit, ' 9 which is 
outside the Reserve, has an elevation of about 1,000 feet. By 
means of a circular road, tourists can enter the Reserve at the 
main gates, and return to the city via Simpson 's road, near the 
Paddington tram terminus. Light refreshments of all kinds can 
be obtained at the kiosk at all hours of the day. A powerful 
telescope of modern design for use free by visitors, has recently 
been placed in position on Mount Coot-tha by the Council of the 
City of Brisbane. Cost by tram, 3d. each w T ay. 
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15. White's Hill (369 ft.) is about 6 miles from Brisbane, 
and the quickest meaus of reaching it is by motor-car from 
Tourist Bureau. Tourists can also get a tram-car at the G.P.O. 
to Cavendish road. From the stop before the terminus, White's 
Hill can be reached in twenty minutes ' walk. Cost by tram, 
3d. each way. Special arrangements can be made at the Tourist 
Bureau for the conveyance of parties to this popular lookout 
place. Many attractions are provided for visitors. Refreshments 
are obtainable at all hours. 

Round Trips by Tram (Half-Day). 

1. Take Greenslopes tram from G.P.O. to terminus (4d.) ; 
return by same tram to the Fiveways, Woolloongabba (2d.) ; take 
the Balmoral tram to that terminus (2d.) ; walk a short 
distance to Balmoral Ferry (Id.); this will take you to the 
opposite bank of the river; take New Farm tram to city (3d.). 
Total cost of trip, Is. Time occupied on trip, about 1 hours. 

2. Take Ascot tram from G.P.O. to terminus (4d.) ; return 
by same tram to Breakfast Creek (2d.) ; take Clayfield tram on 
to that terminus (2d.) ; from here take your ticket right through 
to Ipswich road terminus (8d.) ; and return by same tram to 
city (4d.). Total cost of trip, Is. 8d. Time occupied on trip, 
about 2£ hours. 

3. Take Red Hill tram from corner of George and Adelaide 
streets, opposite Railway Offices, to terminus (3d.) ; follow the 
tramline on till you come to its junction with the Paddington 
line (only a few minutes' walk) ; from here take the latter tram 

on to Fernberg road (2d.) ; walk down Fernberg road to Rosalie 
tram terminus, and return to city (3d.). Total cost of trip, 8d. 
Time occupied on trip, about 1\ hours. 

4. Take Lutwyche tram from corner of George and 
Adelaide streets, opposite Railway Offices, to terminus (4d.) ; 
on the return journey (3d.) alight at Bowen Fark (formerly 
Acclimatisation Society's Gardens), after which a -walk of five 
minutes (towards the city) will bring you to the Queensland 
Museum (well worthy of a visit); from here take Paddington or 
Toowong tram to the city (3d.). Total cost of trip, lOd. Time 
occupied, about 2j hours. 

5. Take Gregory terrace tram from the corner of Edward 
street (near Courier Building) to the terminus; walk through 
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Albert Park towards city; upon leaving this Park keep on the 
upper side of the Wickham Park opposite, and two minutes' 
walk along Wickham terrace will bring you to the Old Observatory, 
built 1829. Upon leaving here, turn to the right, and five minutes' 
walk through the small reserve adjoining and down Edward 
street will bring you to the corner of Queen street. Cost of trip, 
2d. Time occupied, about 1 hour. 

G. Take the Toowong tram from the corner of George and 
Adelaide streets, opposite Eailway Offices, to terminus; ascend 
the steps on the right-hand side of Woodstock road, and from 
tin' hill a grand bird's-eye view of the city is obtained; return to 
city again from the terminus. Cost of trip, 6d. Time occupied, 
about lj hours.
